* The question of obtaining legis- 
lation necessary to bring about the 
relief was discussed by many of 
the lawyers present, including State

IS MADE WESLEYAN 


The College Already Has 
$630,000 in Educational 
Drive Allotment—$150,- 
000 Building Program. 


Macon, Ga.. May 27.—(Special.)— 
Announcement of a gift of $110,000 
from the general education board 
of New York city; the adoption of 
the $150,000 building program, in- 
cluding a new €formitory and en- 
larged dining hall; the resignation 
of Mrs. M. M. Burks, lady principal 


and professor of English literature; 


of the college for thirty-three years, 
and the election of three new trus- 
tees were event$ at the annual ses- 
sion of the board of trustees of 
Wesleyan college this evening. New 
trustees elected were W. D. Ander- 
son and C, B. Lewis, of Macon, and 
Judge Warner Hill, of Atlanta. 
Shortly befare the board convened 
a telegram arrived for Dr. W. F. 
Quillian, announcing that the gen- 
eral board of education of New 
York had donated $110,000 for the 
endowment fund of the college. The 
board decided to ad $200,000 to the 
gift to make an addition of $310,- 


000 for the endowment fund. The 
extra $200,000 will come from the 
Wesleyan’s allotment from the edu- 
cational drive for $33,000,000 to be 
launched Sunday by Southern Meth- 
odists. 

Aid Sought Last Summer. 

Last summer Dr. Quillian and 
Bishop W. N. Ainworth,  chair- 
man of the board of trustees, went 
to New York city to lay before the 
body the needs anc opportunity of 
Wesleyan college. As a result Dr. 
E. C. Sage, secretary of the genera) 
education board of New York, came 
to Macon in the winter and looked 
the college over, and it was upon 
his recommendation that the board 
donated the money. | 

A gift of $1,200 by Dr. James E. 
Dickey to endow the English liter- 
ature section of the Wesleyan li- 
brary was also announced. Dr. 
Dickey is secretary of the North 
Carolina conference for the educa- 
tional] drive. 

Will Seek $1,000,000, 

The trustees decided to ask the 
people of Macon, during tne coming 
week, to supplement the gift of 
$110,000 from the general ecuca- 
tional board and the $630,000, Wes- 
leyan’s allotment from the educa- 
tional drive, with a sufficient sum 
to total $1,000,000. With $740,v00 
already secured, the trustees ex- 
pressed the hope that Macon would 
raise the sum to $1,000,000. 

The board authorized Dr. Quillian 
to begin the erecfion at once of a 
new dormitory to cost approximate- 
ly $100,000. The board specified 
that the dormitory be big enough 
to accommodate at least 100 board- 
ing students and to provide ten 
class rooms. It will be built with 
the most modern equipment, accord- 
ing to the plans of the trustees. 
The trustees also authorized a suf- 
ficient enlargement of the dining 
hall to provide-comfortable seating 
accommodation, for 600 people and 
the remodeling of the heating plant. 
These and other improvements will 
cost approximately $50.000.

That is the way to make busi- 
ness quicken its pace to the small 
town capitals; it’s the “whooping- 
it-up -way,” and it puts new life 
and spirit in the people. 

Because of this business boosting 
spirit, The Marietta (Ga.) Journal 
says that “signs of prosperity are 
bobbing up here and there, and it 
looks like matters may soon get 
back to normal.”

AS TO MEXICO. 

While the position expressed by 
the president of Mexico regarding 
diplomatic negotiations betwedn 
this country and Mexico falls short 
of meeting the conditions stipu- 
lated in the note recently trans- 
mitted to that government by Sec- 
retary Hughes, there is no occa- 
sion for apprehension, ag to future 
political developments south of the 
Rio Grande so far as the United 
States is concerned. 

President Obregon very frankly 
intimates the unwillingness of 
Mexico to yield one iota of Mexi- 
can pride, or national sovereignty, 
or of its rights guaranteed under 
the rules of international law, as 
a price of recognition by the 
American government. 

In dealing with the Mexican sit- 
uation in its present status there 
are many elements entering into 
it which must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

First, we must have due regard 
for the native Castillian pride and 
sensitiveness of the better ele- 
ment of the Mexican people—of 
which President Obregon himself 
and his chief lieutenants are wor- 
thy’ representatives. 

Then, we must bear in mind the 
fact that down in Mexico the spirit 
of révolution and anarchy is still 
far from dead; that there is a 
menacing soviet element that 
must be reckoned with, and that 
there are plenty of buzzards perch- ' 
ed above the capitol watching for 
some act on the part of the ad- 
ministration that might be used 
as a pretext upon which to launch 
another attempt to forcibly snatch 
the reins of government from 
Obregon’s hands. 

Obregon is none too secure in his 
position at the head of Mexican 
governmental affairs, though more 
so, apparently, than any prede- 
cessor of his has been within the 
last decade; and in his negotia- 
tions with this or any other goyv- 
ernment he cannot afford to make 
any concession that might form 
the basis of appeal to the incen- 
diary, rebellious and illiterate ele- 
ment of the Mexican people. 

Our government can well afford 
to meet Mexico even more than 
half way in order to resume diplo- 
matic and friendly relations with 
it—not in a spirit of selfistmess, 
not for what it would mean to us; 
but in a spirit of helpfulness to 
the Mexican government and to 
the Mexican people themselves, 
and for ‘what it would mean to 
them. 

And, while President Obregon 
may not be willing to go as far 
toward meeting our requirements 
as our government may think he 
should, and while the Mexican 
government under his leadership 
may not be as solid and as inde- 
pendent of the rebellious element 
as it might be, still we must not 
lose sight of the fact that Obregon 
seems to hold the key to Mexican 
recovery. 

It is to be hoped that Washing- 
ton will not stand inflexibly on 
the terms laid down in the Hughes 
note if recognition can be brought 
about as a result of negotiations 
on a give-and-take basis. 

The main thing is to restore 
diplomatic relations! 

That done, the future can be 
trusted to take care of itself. 

If recognition under such terms 
should demonstrate that we had 
taken too much for granted, it 
would be a very simple matter to 
sever relations.

Bishop Keiley Appeals

TOILET OF THE TOOTHBRUSH. 
Dr. William Rice, dean of Tufts 
College Dental school, advises that 
the mother or nurse should begin 
brushing a child’s teeth as soon as 
the child begins taking,.a mixed 

, an 
diet and even before this if there 
are evidences of. accretions upon 
the surfaces of the teeth. He rec- 
ommends a toothbrush small enough 
tg pass between lip and cheek and 
the surfaces of the teeth, and with 
stiffles moderately brist. The brush 
should be soaked in boiling water 
prior to first use. The brushing 
should not be so vigorous as to in- 
jure the gums, 

Dr. Rice says that experimegts 
have shown that a toothbrush rins- 
ed in water after use and then 
placed in a closed receptacle har- 
bors many more bacteria than one 
Similarly rinsed and then left hang- 
ing in the air to dry. He therefore 
advises rinsing the toothbrush in 
hot water after use and hanging it 
to dry in the air, where dust can- 
not reach it. 

Brushing the teeth is a weak 
compromise with a faulty diet. Were 
our food less “doctored,” less de- 
naturized by excessive milling, our 
teeth would certainly be stronger 
by reason of more normal exercise 
in mastication and the mineral nu- 
triment derived from undenaturized 
foods but wanting in such sad sub- 
stitutes as white bread, white sugar, 
polished rice, etc. 

One aspect of the tooth brushing 
question which certainly interests 
a surgeon or physician who under- 


stands the principles or technic of 
asepsis, is the possible spreading 
of infection about the mouth from 
one little cavity. 

My own notion is that we should 
visit the dentist more frequently. 


ASKS ABROGATION 
OF HUNTLEY BOND 
IN SECOND CASE 


Memphis, Tenn., May 27.—Counsel 
for W. L. Huntley, banker recently 
acquitted of a charge of receiving 
stolen property in connection with 
the disposal here of liberty bonds 
alleged to have been stolen in a 
hold-up in Brooklyn last November, 


sought today through habeas corpus 


proceedings to have Huntley’ reliev- 
ed of a bond requirement on another 
charge of a similar nature on the 
ground that both charges involved 
the same alleged transaction and 


that acquittal on the first charge, 
in effect, nullified the second. 

Huntley was found not guilty of 
a charge which involved $65,000 
of bonds. The second charge which 
listed a total of $135,000 of bonds 
and is said to included the $65,000 
named in the indictment on which 
he was acquitted. Counsel for the 
state — to have the second 
charge nolle prossed but attorneys 
for Huntley céntended for a verdict 
of not guilty or the right of trial. 

Lawyers declare the point rais- 
ed—whether the question of matter 
of a former acquittal on the same 
charge can be decided collaterally 
in a habeas corpus proceeding or 
may be acted upon only by a court 
of proper jurisdiction to try the 
case on its merits—never has been 
decided by a Tennessee high court, 

Sam O. Bates, county attorney- 
~eneral, in opposing the application 
for a writ of habeas copus, contend- 
ed that the claim of former jeopardy 
could -be made only in a court of 
competent jurisdiction to try the 
case on its merits. 


URGES SUSPENSION 
OF OIL WELL DRILLING 


Washington, May 27.—Arttorney- 
General Daugherty recommended to 
the supreme court today that it in- 
struct Federal Receiver Delano, in 
charge of the Red river oil lands 
involved in the original suit be- 
tween Texas and Oklahoma, to stop 
further drilling of wells, except 
where required to hold leases, un- 
til the oil market recovers. 

“The rapid decline in the price 
of oi] from $3.50 to $1.50 per barrel, 
and the failure of salaries and wages 
to promptly adjust themselves to 
that decline,” the government mo- 
tion said, “have materially changed 
the outlook since the te of the 
order under which the receiver is 
acting. It should follow, of 
course, that the receiver’s organiza- 
tion should be further reduced so 
as to retain only a personnel suffi- 
cient to operate economically the 
wells now producing, dispose of the 
products and care for the property.”

Phosphate exports, 
the statement also said; in 1920, 
amounted to 344,896 tons of hard 
rock shipped from the ports of 
Fernandina and Jacksonville and 
693,855 tons of land pebble shipped 
from Tampa, Port Tampa and Boca 
Grande, A market for both of these 
articles, the commigsion stated, has 
been established in the United King- 
dom, continental Europe and Japan. 
Phosphate rock is used chiefly as 
fertilizer.

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World Standing 
Close to Peace, 
Asserts Harding 


Washington, May 27.—The world 
stands veryeclose to peace, Presi- 
dent Harding declared to the Amer- 
ican Legion in his memorial day 
letter to the American Legion, made 
public Thursday. 

The president's utterance is 
follows: 

“Americans have never been much 
given to the establishment of holi- 
days and fete days. Perhaps our 
national life has been eo short and 
entirely within so matter-of-fact 
and practical a period of the world’s 
history that we have been little 
moved by the sentiments that such 
occasions inspire. Yet I think no 
nation has ever established a na- 
tional day of consecration that 
represented a more lofty or more 
ennobling sentiment than does our 
national memorial day. To its ob- 
servance we have brought the full 
measure of sincere reverence and 
gratitude that a great people is 
ever to entertain for those who haVe 
are the great sacrifice in its be- 

alf. 

“It reminds us that in every gen- 
eration, from Lexington to the Ar- 
gonne, our valorous sons have well 
deserved the highest tribute that a 
nation, fortified, defended, preserv- 
ed, could give to them. Whenever 
the demand has come, and where- 
ever it may have called the sons of 
our proud land, it has always been 
answered. Though we have never 
been a militant or war-loving peo- 
ple, there has been no time when 
Americans did not rise to the full 
measure of the requirement which 
national honor and netional safety 
imposed upon them. Then national 
safety was the cause, the response 
was always insistent and decisive. 
When civilization summoned, and 
Our sons were called to other seas 
and skies and soils, we saw the 
same Zeal, the same devotion. 

“On this memorial day of 1921, 
we stand, I trust, very close to 
peace achieved, to safety insured, 
may it be our common aim and pur- 
pose that, in the coming years our 
nation’s aim and policy shall be 
directed to make certain that there 
shall be least need for further sac- 
rifices, greatest guarantees of the 
stability, the permanence and in- 
spiring character of those institu- 
tions of liberty to which our nation 
has been dedicated.” 


RATES ARE INNOCENT 
N SLUMP, HE SAYS 


Washingtén, May 27.—'The 
freight rate does not show any un- 
reasonable relation to the deliver- 
ed price of goods, and it cannot be 
shown that in any of the territories 
it is preventing the resumption of 
industrial operations or otherwise 
prohibiting movement, Edward 
Chambers, vice president of the 
Atchison, Tokepa and Santa Fe, de- 
Clared today before the senate in- 
terstate commerce committee in its 
investigation into the raiiroad 
situation. 

Readjustment downward of 
freight rates on lumber from the 
Pacific coast, he said, has not re- 
sulted in a stimulation in traffic, 
and existing rates on coal and grain 
have not reduced shipments of tiose 
commodities. 

“The rates as increased by the 
interstate commerce commission on 
lumber from the Pacific coast ter- 
ritory to Chicago and the west,” he 
explained, “were recently readjust- 
ed to fit competitive commercial 
conditions by reducing the rate to 
Chicago and to the Mississippi river 
from 80 cents per huhidred to 7 
cents. 

“The reports received indicate 
that the Pacific coast lumber ship- 
pers are rather disappointed in the 
effect the reduced rates had uron 
the movement. It is no better now 
than it was before the rates were 
reduced. The southern and gulf 
lumber et*hippers advise of a slight 
improvement in the demand, but 
generally the conéitions in the ge vt 
mon markets are the same in - 
spect to the southern and gulf Jum- 
ber as prevail on the Pacific coast 
lumber. 

“We have about completed the 
readjustment of the grain and grain 
products rates at the different pri- 
mary markets and at the gulf and 
Atlantic ports fof export. In this 
readjustment some reductions had 
to be made.” 

Reductions Daily. 

“Reductions in rates to bring 
about necesSary readjustments are 
going on daily throughout country 
by dealings directly petween ship- 
pers and railroad traffic men,” said 
Mr. Chambers. “Records of the in- 
terstate commerce commission show 
that approximately 10,000 freight 
tariffs are filed each month, many 
covering a number of rate changes. 
Contained in these tariffs are many 
voluntary changes made by carriers. 
Late reports from these railroad bu- 
reaus show results of co-operation 
between carriers and shippers in re- 
storing relationships and removing 
discriminations or inequalities and 
Ss rates for new industries.” 

From September 1, when increased 
rates became effective, until May 1, 
1921, the southwestern freight bu- 
reau at St. Louis considered rates 
on 812 subjects of which 112 were 
at public conferences, At present 
there are 491 subjects pending in- 
volving rate reductions, while 48 
propose advances. Of the changes, 
363 were proposed by shippers and 
176 by carriers and involve’ prin- 
cipally reductions upon stone, lum- 
ber, sand and gravel, brick cement, 
fresh fruits and vegetables as well 
as various other commodities. 

16,000 Changes. 


The greatest number of _ rate 
changes was made by Pacific freight 
tariff bureau at San Francisco and 
number 16,000, of which 11,000 were 
reductions. 

Since inerease rates went into 
effect, Mr. Chambers said the trans- 
continental freight bureau in Chi- 
cago has made approximately 236 
changes in rates growing out of 
150 conferences with shippers. 

The Trunk Line association in 
New York, he continued, has recelv- 
ed since September 1, last, 2,472 pro- 
posals for changes in existing 
freight rates, in which 2,266 recom- 
mendations have been made, each 
representing approval of from one 
to several hundred changes in spe- 
cific rates period. 

Mr. Chambers also told the com- 
mittee that since August 25, last, 
the Central Freight association with 
headquarters in Chicago had held 
approximately sixty conferences 
with shippers as a result of which 
there have been approximately 3,500 
in commodity ratea from 
7,500 destination 


origin points and 
point changes. 

While impossible to estimate the 
number of rate changes involved, 
the witness said that the New Ene- 
land Freight association, located in 
Boston, had considered 619 pro- 
posalg for freight rate changes. in 
which 5600 recommendations had 
been made. Fifteen public hearings 
have been held, he said, in addition 
to innumerable informal -confer- 
ences between individual shippers 
and the railroads. 

Atlanta Association. 

The Southern Freight Rate asso- 
ciation in Atlanta has made 1,835 
recommendations, Mr. Chambers 
said, authorizing changes in rates.

Expert Witness Before 
Committee Reveals Prof- 
its and Methods of Ten 
Leading Companies.

New York, May 27.—Testimony 
tending to show that the New 
York Fire Insurance exchange ex< 
ercises a virtual monopoly over the 
fire insurance business here an 
that the ten leading fire insurancé 
companies of America put aside ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 annually in 
unrevealed profits, was given yester 
day before the legislative commit: 
tee investigating the building trust, 

Siu..uel Untermeyer, committee 
counsel, had on the stand Samuel 


Best, an expert on fire insurance 
matters and a publisher of national!) 
insurance statistics. 

Best testitied several of the larg- 
er inSurance companies had 
made substantial profits in recent 
years and added the Globe and 
Rutgers c..inany hed earned more 
than 200 per cent on its capit 
assets in the five year period fro 
1915 to 1920. 

“Big Ten.” | 

He also testified that ten of tht 
leading insurance companies did the 
bulk of the nation's fire insuring 
although there were more than 2 ¢ 
companies. He stated the ten lead- 
ing companies set aside in 1920 as 
their total gold reserves $197,000,00¢ 
and the income from that portion 
not required to pay losses would be 
about 910,000,000. Mr. Untermyer 
contended that this sum should be 
used to reduce the amount of pre- 
miums paid in by the public. 

It was brought out in testimony 
that mutual companies were at a 
disadvantage in the New York dis- 
trict, due to alleged refusal of the 
exchange to supply rate-fixing data. 

The exchange recently modified 
that rule against supplying such 
data ‘to mutual companies but Mr. 
Best agreed with Mr. Untermyer that 
this modification might be called 
camouflage. 

Mr. Best said he would approve en: 
actment of legislation requiring the 
fire inSurance exchange to supply 
its rate data to mutual companies if 
the latter stand the cost. He bdbe- 
lieved that such legislation woul 
assist in destroying the power 
the alleged fire insurance monopoly. 

Suggests Remedy. 

Mr. Untermyer asserted that the 
of the monopoly 
would-be hastened if the exchange 
were compelled, by law, to accept as 
members all companies to whom the 
state superintendent of insurance 
gave authority to do business, 

Mr. Untermyer denounced as “rép- 
rehensible” a practice whereby brok- 
ers, licensed by the exchange, were 
not permitted to do business with 
any company or agent not & méeém- 
ber of the exchange. Best testified 
certificates from the exchange were 
obtainable only by two pledges, one 
requiring that not more than a cer- 
tain commission be charged and the 
other that no buSiness would be done 
by outsiders. Brokers signing the 
second pledge were allowed per 
cent more commission, 

“The public is forced to pay 6 per 
cent extra in order to perpetuate a 
monopoly by whose destruction it 
would benefit,” intérjected Mr. Une 
termyer.

The 
amous battle cry, “They shall not 
may has been revised in the 
t with the blood sucking para- 
Bites, to “they shall not live,” for 
pt effort is being made to 
eliminate the last tick in a number 
of counties in the state. 
. gh here are in operation in Georgia 
‘491 dipping vats, in which cattle 
are immersed every 14 days. Dip- 
ping began early in the spring, the 
time when the most effective re- 
sults in tick eradication are ob- 
tained. During March approximate- 
ly half a million cattle splashed 
through the dipping vats in the 
state. The April reports published 
today show that 833,434 cattle were 
dipped under federal, state and 
county eupervision. 


Good Record. 
This is a good record, say special- 


- 


ment Of agriculture, when it is 
considered that Georgia is essen- 
ally @ cotton growing state and 
hat the cattle industry hae been 
neglected on account of the handi- 
Caps presented by the presence of 
ticks. 

Now all cattle that have been 
dipped in Georgia are marked with 
paint, and this plan has given very 
satisfactory results in getting to‘ 
the dipping vats animals pastured 
on the open range that might other- 
wise miss regular dipping. The use 
of range riders, whose duty it is to 
search for and dip cattle that are 
not Marked, was considerably in- 
créased during April. —

Note by Wilson 


Ex-President Sees Chance to 
“Rededicate Ourselves” 
to “Great Objects.” 


Washington, May 27.— Former 
President Wilson sees in memorial 
day this year an opportunity “to 
re-dedicate ourselves to the achieve- 
ment of the great objects ” for 
which the world war was fought. 
And, while not specifying any of 
the -rovisions of the _ versailles 
treaty, he plainly indicates his hope, 
in the first public statements he 
has made since retiring.from the 
wi...2 house, that the American gov- 
c -ment --!ll take further steps to- 
ward fulfilling its “duties” grow- 
ing out of that war. 

His utterance, in the form of a 
memorial day letter to the “Stars 
and Stripes,” official organ of the 
A. E. F. during the war, said: 

“Memorial day has always been 
one of our most solemn and 
thoughtful anniversaries when we 
recalled great memories and dedi- 
‘ i ourselves again to the main- 
tenance and purification of the na- 
tion; but this year it has an added 
and tremendous significance be- 
cause of the memories and sacrifices 
of the great world war are now 
among the most stimulating of the 
recollections of the day. 

“We celebrate the immortal 
achievements of the men who died 
in France on the field and in the 
trenches, far away from home, in 
order that both our own people and 
the peoples across the seas might 
be delivered from the ugliest peril 
of all history. It is our privilege 
not only to indulge a high and 
solcinn pride and grief for’. the 
heroes of that struggle but also to 
rededicate ourselves to the achieve- 
mc:.: of the great objects for which 
that war was fought. We shal! not 
be happy; we shall not be able to 
enjoy the full pride of the day’s 
recollections until we have made 
sure that the duties that zrew out 
of the war have been fulfilled to 


the utmost. 

“Are we sure? If we are not, 
shall we not soon take steps to 
do whatever has been omitted?’ 


WATSON ATTACKS 
NATIONS LEAGUE

ator Brandegee, “is a body utterly 

unknown to the league.

Attacks League. 

In opposing the Walsh amend- 
ment, Senator Watson, of Georgia, 
delivered his first sharp attack up- 
on the league of nations since his 
entrance into the senate. 

Taking exception to a statement 
of Senator Underwood that the 
league issue was not the deciding 


factor of the November eléctions, 
Senator Watson said that-Mr. Un- 
derwood recently “made a strong 
speech for disarmament and then 
voted $40,000,000 of increases” in 
appropriations. 

“The senator from Alabama 
mistaken,” said Senator Watson re- 
garding the league issue in the elec- 
tions. “The real issue was for 
maintenance of our independence and 
against its surrender to foreign 
powers. It was to keep out of the 
league that caused the stampede 
to the ticket of Harding and Cool- 
edge, And now, step after step, in- 
sidiously, we are disregarding the 
verdict of the people and told to go 
into the league that the people told 
us to avoid. Put your hand ina 
cotton gin and see what will hap- 
pén. Who will turn off the belt 
if we put our hand in this (the 
Walsh amendment?) 

“We can't pass this resolution 
(the Walsh amendment,)” Senator 
Watson continued, “without danger 
of setting aside the verdict of the 
people last November.” 

Walsh Answers. 

Senator Watson said there was 
“insidious danger” in the Walsh 
amendment and Senator Walsh re- 
plied that, during the Georgia sen- 
ator’s campaign, he had not spoken 
specifically against the disarma- 
ment provisions of the league cove-; 
nant. Mr. Watson replied that in 
every address he had attacked the 
league generally and unsparingly, 
but explained he had not dealt with 
every minor provision. 

The proposal for a new naval 
base at Alameda, Cal., was lost fi- 
nally when Senator Ball, republi- 
can, Delaware, a prominent cham- 
Pion of it, announced after a fur- 
ther canvass of senators, that no 
further attempt would be made to 
rescind the senate’s vote striking 
the item from the bill. 

His announcement came after Sen- 
ator King, democrat, of Utah, had 
served notice on leaders in charge 
of the bill that opponents would de- 
lay passage of the naval budget in- 
definitely should the Alameda 
amendment again be pressed. Sena- 
tor Johnson, republican, of Califor- 
nia, spoke briefly in support of the 
but conceded its defeat, 
stating the house would not accept 
even if adopted by the senate. 

Clash On Dismissals. 

Besides the disarmament contro- 
versy, the senate also clashed over 
the recent dismigsal of 110 mid- 
shipmen from the naval academy. 
After criticism and defense of the 
Annapolis authorities, the body 
adopted an amendment providing 
for reappointment of the midship- 
men who “flunked” to a lower class. 

Another amendment adopted call- 
ed for a report by the navy depart- 
ment as to whether any navy yards 
or stations should be abolished. 

The question of Japan’s naval 
program bobbed up during 
the debate on the Pomerene amend- 
ment and Senator Poindexter said 
Japan’s program called for a larger 
navy than that of the United States. 

“Although no hostility to the 
United States may be implied, Japan 
is spending one third of her entire 
actual income on her naval pro- 
gram,” said Senator Poindexter. 

Japenese Policy. 

Senator Pomerene said he under- 
stood Japan’s naval expenditures 
this year were about one third of 
the American budget. Senator 
Poindexter eald Japan's expendi- 
tures were “practically the same as 
ours.” He also said Japan was main- 
taining an army of 296,000 men. 

Senator Lodge conceded in reply 
to a auestion from Senator Har- 
rison. democrat, of Mississipp!. that 
the Borah amendment also would 
have been subject to a eimilar point 
of order as that which forced the 
Pomerene amendment out. Senator 
Lodge sald that because the Borah 
amendment was accepted there was 
no reason for “accenting everything 
else that fs offered.” 

Senator Williams, democrat, of 
Missiesippi, advocated the Pomerene. 
amendment and deplored “starting 
the same old fool game again—of 
hypocritical rivairy in arming for 
defense which means offense” 

Denying that Great Britain or 
Japan had hostile intentions against 
the United States. Senator Willlams 
sald that Great Britain proposed to 
keep peace between the two great 
English-speaking powers and had 
“not even remonstrated at the state 
department againaet collection in 
this country by Irish agitators of 
funds in the struggle which has re-

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OPTIMISTIC NOTE 
STRUCK BY GARY 


New York, May 27.—“Our re- 
sOurces are so great and facilities 
for carrying on affairs so eéatis- 
factory, that we know that before 
us is the greatest prosperity this 
country has ever witnessed,” Judge 
Elbert Gary declared today in open- 
ing the semi-annual session of the 
American Iron and Steel institute 
here. 

“The devastating and destructive 
war left the entire world in a de- 
lapidated and demoralized condi- 
tion,” Judge Gary said. “Minds 
had become distracted, visions ob- 
scured, morals perverted, natural 
progress interrupted and the whole 
economic structure disjointed. 
“Since the armistice was signed, 
nations have been drifting and 
etruggling, endeavoring to formu- 
late and adopt plans for reasonable 
readjustment and rehabilitation. Up 
to the present time there still ex- 
ists doubt, discord and disorder.” 

For Law Enforcement. 

He urged that the observance and 
enforcement of law be insisted up- 
on throughout the world as a nec- 
essity to the improvement of the 
general situation. 

“If laws shall be enforced and 
peace maintained,” added Mr. Gary, 
“the other questions relating to 
economic progress and achievement 
will be solved. 

“If it should be deemed necessary 
and wise to have governmental 6u- 
pervision over organized industry 
in order to protect the public in- 
terest, I personally would not ob- 
ject, provided the laws and rules 
shall apply alike to organized capi- 
tal and organized labor.” 

The speaker asserted that one 
of the most hopeful signs of the 
times was the apparent disposition 
of the present administration at 
Washington to aid rather than ob- 
struct the natural and legitimate 
progress of business. 

Schwab Pleads Economy. 

Economy is the keynote of quick 
recovery of business, eaid Charles 
M. Schwab, chairman of the board 
of the Bethlehem Steel company. 

There must be economy in labor 
and above all else in transporta- 
tion costs, Mr. Schwab declared, ad- 
ding that the steel business would 
profit by the economy to which it 
was forced by businese conditions. 

“We are going to be forced to 
economize so as to put our business 
here On a basis with that of the 
steel business in other countries,” 
he explained. 

Expressing belief that the money 
shortage and business depression 
would end and that there would be 
a return to normalcy, Mr. Schwab 
continued:

Re- 
tail trade is variously affected by 
weather conditions, but as a whole 
is no smaller. Conservatism and 
immediate needs are reported as 
governing buying the country over, 
but at the same time there are 
many instances of increased ac- 
tivity. Each line, In many cases 
branches of each trade, are appar- 
ently operating independently to 
satisfy various considered or esti- 
mated needs. On balance, it may 
be said that trade is about fair. 
industry is at 40 to 60 per cent of 
modern after-war capacity, and col- 
lections drag as much, if not more, 
than they have for three months 
past. Mail order trade is fair. It 
should not be forgotten that current 
comparisons with a year ago in 
trade are with a steadily quieting 
down period; and this year’s reports 
will not tend to suffer in this com- 
parison.

SEASONED STOCKS 


REGISTER DECLINE 


New York, May 27.—Business on 
the stock exchange today was dull 
and perfunctory, a heavy tone pre- 
dominating. Professional operatore 
availed themselves of the slim at- 
tendance, due to approaching holi- 
days to effect additional depression 
of prices. 

Their maneuvers were accelerat- 
ed by other developments of an ad- 
verse nature. These included sharp 
unsettlement in foreign exchange, 
continued firmness of money rates 
and the cautious, or qualified views 
of leaders of industry. 

The one negatively favorable 
feature of the session wae the de- 
claration of the regular dividend on 
Baldwin Locomotive. This was with- 
out visible effect upon other equip- 
ments or Kindred issues. 

Declines of one to three points 
were registered by a majority of 
the 6eeasoned as well as volatile tIs- 
sues and rails of all classes were 
under intermittent pressure, not 
excepting the high priced coalers. 

The break in foreign remittances 
extended to six cents in sterling 
bills and from ten to sixty pointe 
in ¢ontinental* rates, especially 
Dutch, Franch, Belgian, Italian, 
Swiss, Spanish and Scandinavian. 

For want of a more plausible ex- 
plarfation, dealers here ascribed the 
reaction in British bills to heavy 
selling by German commercial in- 
terests in London, from which cen- 
ter large transactions in dollar or 
American exchange were reported. 
It is not unlikely that speculative 
operations entered largely into the 
situation. 

The money market followed ex- 
actly its course of the previous day, 
call loans holding at 7 per cent un- 
til the final hour, when a belated 
inquiry forced the rate to 7 1-2 per 
cent. Changes in the irregular 
bond market, including Liberties 
and most other domestic § ise6eues, 
were unimportant. Foreign issues 
were inclined to ease, although sub- 
scriptions: to the new French loan 
were estimated at 90 per cent of the 
whole.

Exports Light 


Market Shows Strength 
Throughout Month—Sev- 
eral Factors Involved. 


The Merchants’ National Bank of 
Boston says in its monthly summary 
of the cotton industry: «4 

“The raw cotton market has been 
very firm during the past month. 
During three trading days, New 
York middling upland spots were 
quoted at over 13c, touching a high 
point of 13.15c om May 11. This } 
compares with a low point during 
the current cotton season of 11.20¢c 
in March. Reports of a drastic re- 
duction in acreage planted to the 


new crop, estimated at 20 per cent 
to 30 per cent from that of last 
year, combined with unfavorable 
growing conditions, reduction in re- 
Giscount rates of federal re- 
serve banks, and indications of im- 
provement in the cotton manufac- 
turing industry and business con- 
ditions in general have contributed 
to the strength of the market. 

“Consumption of cotton per work- 
ing day in April was about equal 
to that in March, the total for April, 
however, being only 408,882 bales, 
against 437.833 i staren, as there 
were slightly fewer working days 
in April. This may be compared with 
the low point of 294,851 bales inj 
December. The April consumption, 
though much larger than that in 
December. was below normal, being 
about 100,000 bales less than the 
monthly average in the last five 
seasons. The consump- 
tion during the cotton season to the 
end of April was only 3,576,233 
bales, compared with an average of 
about 4,700,000 in the same period 
in recent years, a decline of about 
1,200,000 bales or 25 per cent. 

“Exports have been funning light 
Guring the month, as is normal at 
this time of the year. They show 
no signs of making up for the ab- 
normally small exports earlier in 
the season, when they should have 
heen running three or four times 
the volume that was actually ship- 
ped abroad. From August 1 to 
May 20 only about 4,308,134 bales 
were exported, compared with 5i.,- 
865.576 in the same period a year 
aro. These exports are less than 
half the average amount exported 
in corresponding periods preceding 
the world war. During the seasons 
1911-12, 1912-13 ang 1913-14, exports 
from August 1 to the third week} 
in Mav ranged from about 8,300,000 
to 10,350,000 bales.”

“Letters from Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, president of the National 


American Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion, were read, and from these in- 
formation was gained that the na- 
tional had not disbanded and is 
still operating to “gain the ballot 
for women” in the United States, 
and, it is still a branch of the In- 
ternational Woman Suffrage _ al- 
liance, and of the National Council 
of Women, with headquarters at 
171 Madison avenue, New York city. 

“At the convention of the N. A. 
W. 8S. association held in Cleveland, 
Ohio, April 13, 1921, a committee 
was appointed to amend the con- 

stitution ‘to provide for the 
petuity of the association as long 
as necessary.’ It is known that it 
must line up to, if not beyond, 
1940, since several very valuable 
bequests can not be settled  be- 
fore that date. A copy of the new 
constitution was sent to the presi- 
dent of the Georgia Woman Suffrage 
association which has been auxiliary 
to the national since its organiza- 
tion in 1890, asking for its ap- 
proval or rejection. . The vote of 
the executive committee of the 
Georgia Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion was a vote of emphatic ap- 
proval. 

“It is plain and simple compared 
to the constitution and by-laws un- 
der which the national has been 
operating for so many years. It is 
clearly stated in this new constitu- 
tion that the objects of this asso- 
ciation are: 

Obiects of Association. 

*(1.) To seeure the vote to the 
women citizens of the United States 
by appropriate national and state 
legislation. 

“(2.) To increase the _  effective- 
ness of women’s votes in furthering 
better government. 

‘*(3.) The education of women. 

““(4.) The mutual improvement of 
the members. 

“(5.) The general diffusion of 
knowledge among women.” 

“Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
dent, New York city; Mrs. Catherine 
W. McCulloch, Chicago, Il1l.; Mrs. 
Nettie C. Shuler, New York city, 
were appointed a committee to pro- 
vide for the perpetuity of the as- 
sociation as long as necessary. It 
goes without saying that not one 
dissenting voice was heard from 
the executive committee of the 
Georgia Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion and it will so report to the 
three representative women com- 
posing that committee at the earli- 
est opportunity. 

“The decision of the National 
Suffrage association, namely, ‘To 
secure the vote to the women citi- 
zens of the United States by ap- 
propriate national and state legisia- 
tion’ chimes in with the determina- 
tion of the Georgia Woman’s Suf- 
frage association to appeal to the 
state legislators before they ar- 
rive in Atlanta in June, by mailing 
to each member an official letter 
asking that he vote for a bill to 
amend the constitution of the state 
of Georgia by eliminating the word 
‘male,’ which has stood like a 
stone wall barring the Way to the 
goal of women suffrage to secure 
equal rights with men and to have 
a voice in making the laws by 
which women are governed. 

“Also a bill will be asked to 
establish the exact status of women 
in Georgia so that women can hold 
any office in this state “without 
later hindrance” as all sorts of men 
have been doingg since men were al- 
lowed to vote in Georgia. The suc- 
cess of the Plan carried eut 
£0 successfully by the state 
democratic executive committee 
of Georgia Dy which women 
were deprived of their right to vote 
in 1930, must be settled by this new 
legislature at the coming session, 
or women must Know the reason 
why? 

“The provisions of the nineteenth 
federal amendment distinctly states 
that there shall be no discrimination 
of difference made in voting ‘on ac- 
count of sex,’ just as the fifteenth

Burning Customs 
House Ordered 
By Sinn Fein 
sk Senses dees 


sponsibility for Dublin In- 
cendiarist Outrage. 


Dublin, May 27.—The dail] eireann, 
or Sinn Fein parliament, accepts re- 
sponsibility for the destruction of 
the Dublin customs house and the 
conciliation group of Irishmen, 
therefore, have lost the hope which 
they had cherished since the disas- 
ter that this would prove to be but 
the act of an irresponsible wing of 
republicans. 

In a statement issued by myste- 
rious processes Friday evening, the 
dail eireann said the cabinet of the 
Irish republican organization order- 
ed the customs house burned as an 
act of war to disorganize and oth- 
erwise hamper the British civil gov- 
ernment in Ireland, hoping to re- 
duce it to virtual impotence. 

“We have resolved to make Brit- 
ish government of this country im- 
possible,” said the statement. “We 
shall continue to exercise our right 
to attack the government irrespec- 
tive of what buildings it may be 
housed in.” 


MANY BRITISH 


‘TROOPS FOR IRELAND. 


London, May 27.—The cabinet has 
decided to send large _  reinforce- 
ments to Ireland and: it is rumored 
that new measures are to be adopt- 
ed against the republican forces in 
the south and west, according to 
an announcement by The London 
Times, 

A large number of mobile troops, 
the newspaper says, are to be em- 
ployed in a systematic “roundup of 
rébels” over large areas, but, it 
adds, the details have not yet been 
settled as, owing to the continuance 
of a state of emergency through the 
industrial troubles, and the need of 
sending troops to Silesia, it is dif- 
ficult to spare troops at present. 


NO REPRESENTATIONS 
TO UNITED STATES. 

Washington, May 27.—Great Brit- 
ain has made no representations to 
the United States regarding the re- 
ported shipment of American arms 
to Ireland and the raising of funds 
in the United States by the sale 
of the bonds of the “Irish repub- 
lic,” officials said today after their 
attention had been directed to press 
dispatches telling of interpellations 
made in the parliament on these 
subjects. 

It was indicated that unless rep- 
resentations were made, official 
cognizance of the alleged traffic in 
arms would not be taken. 


WEEK’S CASUALTIES 
AGAIN HEAVY. 

Dublin, May 27.—The weekly re- 
view of events in Ireland, issued by 
the Dublin Castle authorities today, 


Says the intensified campaign of 
murder continued unabated and the 
casualties to the crown forces and 
civilians again were heavy. 

The police and military casualties 
totaled fifty seven, including twen- 
ty-five deaths. The review asserts 
there were eight murders of civil- 
jans, attributable to the Sinn Fein, 
and six cases of attempted murder. 

Eleven attempts were made on oc- 
cupied barracks, and there were 49 
raids on the mails. Four raids 
were made on coast guard stations, 
and three raids for arms. The 
persons now interned number 3,054. 


HEAVY VOTE 
BY UNIONISTS. 

Belfast, May 27.—The unofficial 
count of the votes cast in Tues- 
day's elections in the six northern 
counties of Antrim, Armagh, Down, 
Fermanagh, London Derry, andeTy- 
rone shov that the unionists re- 
ceived 341,289 votes, the Sinn Fein- 
ers 103,516, the Nationalists 60,782 
and the independent laborites 4,001. 
There is to be added to the union- 
ist vote 4,000 university voters 
whose ballots will be counted on 
Saturday. 

These figures would indicate that 
the Nationalists-Sinn Fein combina- 
tion should, in view of the propor- 
tion of their supporters, have about 
twenty members in the new parlia- 
ment to the Unionists thirty-two, 
although it is considered probable 
the unionists representation may 
reach forty-one. The fact that Jo- 
seph Devlin, the nationalist leader, 
must resign either his seat for West 
Belfast or Antrim possibly will add 
to the unionist count as {it is be- 
lieved almost certain that a union- 
ist will be chosen for which ever 
seat he resigns. 

Two surprises of the voting were 
the big poll of Arthur’ Griffith, 
founder of the Sinn Fein organiza- 
tion, in Tyronne and Fermanagh, 
where he received more than 10.000 
votes above the first Unionist and 
the majority of more than 12.000 
votes which Sir James Craig had 
over Eamonn de Valera.

Spring street viaduct, presented a 
repor. at a conference of railroad 
officials and the city planning com- 
mission Friday morning. recom- 


mending that the viaduct connect 
Cone street instead of Spring street 
with the Terminal station. The 
meeting was held in the office of 
Mayor Key. 

No definite action was taken in 
the matter. The city engineers will 
Study the possiblities of the Cone 
Street route and the question will 
be discussed at another meeting. 
Following the conference it was 
pointed out by a member of city 
officials that the bond ordinance 
specified Spring street, the people 
voted for “the Spring street” via- 
duct and the bridge will have to 
be erected at Spring street. 

Changes in the plan were recom- 
mended by the railroad engineers 
on the grounds that railroad prop- 
erty would be damaged less by the 
Cone street viaduct than by a bridge 
connecting Spring street: that the 
Cone street viaduct would traverse 
only 400 feet of railroad tracks 
compared with 1,200 by the Spring 
street route, and that traffic con- 
gestion would be lessened by the 
Cone street plan which provides 
for a western approach from Ala- 
bama street. 

Present at Conference. 


Among the official present at 
the conference were: ~W. A. Win- 
burn, president of the Central of 
Georgia railway; W. R. Cole, presi- 
dent of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railway; L. A. Downs, 
vice president and general manager 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
Louis railway: W. L. Stanley, 
division counsel for the Seaboard 
Air Line railway; R. B. Pegram, vice 
president of the Southern railway, 
representing the Atlanta Terminal 
company: engineers for the railway 
companies: R. Whitten, city 
planning expert employed by the 
planning commission, the members 
of the viaduct committee of the 
bond commission, ‘Mayor Key, and 
many others. 

The report of the railway engi- 
neers follows:”* 

The undersigned as a committee of engi- 
neers, having been requested to report their 
views on a location for a proposed viaduct 
connecting Marietta street on the north with 
that portion of the city on the south, ip 
the vicinity of the Terminal station, in the 
city of Atlanta, and having considered the 
matter as carefully as could be done within 
the time given and with the data avail- 
able, beg to report as follows: . 

1. That the proposed Spring street loca- 
tion heretofore suggested be changed and 
that the starting point of the viaduct leav- 
ing Marietta street be an extension of Cone 
street, at approximately right angles to Ma- 
rietta and then curving slightly to the east 
and crossing over the curved part of the 
Central of Georgia freight station (near the 
junction of Madison avenue and Alabama 
street), thence along east side of freight 
station to, at or near the intersection of 
Madison and Mitchell streets. 

2. We are of the opinion that such a pro- 
posed viaduct commencing at Cone street 
will serve fully the needs of the community 
and at the same time diminish certain dam- 
nges and obstructions which would be 
brought about by construction on Spring 
street location. namely: 

Plan Impractical, 
(a) The Cone street route will afford the 


tween Marietta and Mitchell streets with- 
out interfering with the regular entrance 
to freight station of the N., C. & St. L. 
and S. A. L. railroads, which is now secured 
throngh Snring street. To undertake to use 
Spring street for both through traffic and 
Aas a means of egress and ingress to this 
freight station igs not only unsafe, but im- 
practicable, and would either practically de- 
strov the usefulness of the railway property 
or foree them to seck another outlet, the 
possibility and cost of which are at present 
unknown. Such use of Spring street would 
cause immense damage to the freight sta- 
tiom property and its service to the public, 
all of which can be prevented hy adopting 
the Cone street route. 

(b) A viaduct from Cone street running 
southwardly would be more nearly straight 
and would utilize property not now dedicat- 
ed to a public thoroughfare, also would at 
the same time cross over much less space 
occupied by railroad tracks, than would 

the case on any fronte, beginning at 
Spring street, and said Cone atreet route 
wonld further cross said railroad tracks 
much more nearly at right angles, make it 
possible to secure foundations at much less 
expense than would be the case on any 
route having its begiuning at Spring street, 
and would preserve the continuity of the 
present city street system. The Cone street 


‘location would further reduce the danzer of 


damage to the vinduct and to the lives of 
railroad employees, as well as users of the 
viaduct, arising from the necessary opera- 
tion of the nrailways and the interference 
with the operation of the properties due to 
eupports of the viaduct... The adoption of 
Cone street, in Neu of Spring street, would 
lessen the damage and injury to those prop- 
erties which have been improved with the 
expectation that the present nse of Spring 
street would continue indefinitely. 

Spring street from Carnegie way to Ma- 
rietta street is only 50 feet wide, and that 
part between Marietta street and the rail- 
road property under the proposed plan"would 
be subjected to both the heavy and slow 
moving traffic, to and from the railroad 
depots, as well as ordinary and high-speed 
traffie. 

Cone street hetween Carnegie way and 
Marietta street is 60 feet wide, and its sug- 
gested extension would be devoted exclu- 
sively to ordinary and high-speed street 
traffic. 

The more direct route connecting the por- 
tions of the city, sought to be joined, will 
be secured by producing Spring street, north 
of West Cain street, southwardly to an in- 
tersection with Cone street, thence along 
Cone street route to the junction of Madison 
avenue and Mitchell street. 

The Cone street route affords the possibil- 
ity of constructing the viaduct at a hicher 
elevation than at Spring street and with a 
long, easy, uniform gradient southwardly 
from Marietta street; such greater height 
will also admit of the adoption of a more 
economical depth of girder and greater flex- 
~ pane in the length of span to be em- 

oyed. . 
In view of the foregoing we are mnnani- 
mously of the opinion that the Cone street 
route should be adonted in preference to 
that projected at Spring street, 

In reaching this conclusion we have con- 
fined our conaideration principally to the en- 
gineering features thereof, but direct atten- 
tion to the fact. that there are many qnes- 
tlong to be considered other than engineer- 
ine.

GREAT BRITAIN 


HONORS U. S. DEAD. 
BY A. E. JOHNSON. 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

London,~- May 27.—Great Lritain 
will join Monday in paying tribute 
to the sons—and daughters—of 
America who gave their lives in the 
gause of civilization, and who lie 
‘buried in British graveyards 3,000 
miles from home. 

America’s Memorial day in Eng- 
land will be impressive. Servites 
of a dramatically solemn nature will 
be held at St. Paul’s cathedral, with 
high officials of the government and 
nobility in attendance. At their 
conclusion a bust of George Wash- 
ington will be unveiled, beside those 
of the Duke of Wellington and Ad- 
miral Nelson, 

Out in the éountryside, meanwhile, 
members f the American Legion 
post, American consuls and hundreds 
of English volunteers, have accept- 
ed the loving task of decorating 
the grave of every soldier, sailor, 
nurse, Red Cross worker and civil 
war veteran now lying on British 
soil. 

Decorate Victims’ Graves. 


The graves of the victims of the 
Lusitania tragedy at Queenstown 
will be decked with garlands and 
flags, and those of the men who 
went down in the troopships Tusca- 
nia and Otranto on the Island of 
Islay will be honored. 

There now remain here the bod- 
jes of 650 members of the American 
fighting forces. Over their graves 
will be placed wreaths of evergreen 
Jaurel and palm, with a miniature 
American flag. The graves of those 
men who died fighting with the 
British forces will be similarly dec- 
orated, savethat the Union Jack will 
replace our own colors.

When found Friday it was several 
feet below the street level. 

Its contents will be preserved in 
the museum at the Masonic temple 
on Peachtree street.

Colonel Miller seized the “Bergdoil 
castle” on the outskirts of this city 
where Mrs. Bergdvoll lives.

Washington, May
